The insurgents seem to be losing 
heart. The Democrats have not been 
giving them the sup p ort that was ex­ 
p ected.

Text of the Lesson, Isa. xxxv ii, 21-33. 
Memory Verses, 33-35—Golden Text, 
Ps. xlv i, 1—Com mentary Prepared b y 
Rev . D. M. Stearns. 


The sto ry o f Ilezekiah is so mewhat 
fully reco rded no t o nly in II King s and 
XI Chro nicles, but also in the pro phecy 
o f Isaiah. A few weeks ag o we were 
eo nsidering ho w he beg an his reig n by 
repairing and cleansing the temple and 
by keeping the Passo v er fo r all Israel, 
•nmmo ning the twelv e tribes thereto 
He wro ug ht that which was g o o d and 
lig ht and truth befo re the Lo rd his 
« o d, and be so ng ht Go d with all his 
heart and pro spered (II Chro n. x x x i, 
20, 21). 
Such dev o tio n to the liv ing 
and true Go d was mo re than the dev il 
« o uld stand, fo r all who will liv e g o dly 
in Christ J esns shall suffer persecutio n 
(II Tim. iii, 12), so he stirred up the 
lin g o f Assy ria to fig ht ag ainst J eru­ 
salem and by wo rds and i letters to 
mo ck and blaspheme the Go d o f Israel 
and His peo ple. To his blasphemy and 
rev lling s the peo ple answered no t a 
wo rd, but held their peace, as the king 
had taug ht them (II King s x v lii, 36). 
Thus did Dav id, acco rding to Ps. 
x x rv iii, 13, and thus did the Lo rd 
J esus bo th befo re the hig h priest and 
Pilate (Matt, x x v l, 62, 63; x x v ii, 14). 
*Wben He was rev iled He rev iled no t 
¿ g ain; when He suffered He threat­ 
ened no t” (I P et 11, 23). 
Hezekiah did 
with the wicked letter just what we all 
o ug ht to do 
with such thing s—spread 
them befo re the Lo rd and unburden 
o ur hearts to Him abo ut all such. 
1 
Sav e perso nally pro v ed this a way o f 
peace mo re than o nce. 
If y o u do no t 
receiv e wicked letters y o u will pro ba 
bly hear o f wicked wo rds that hav e 
been spo ken against y o u. Just tell all 
to the Lo rd Jesus and leav e all with 
Him. 
Hezekiah’s prayer at this time is a 
most refreshing study (II Kings xix. 
14-10; Isa. xxxv il, 15-20). 
Note that 
his reason for asking deliv erance was 
that all the earth might know the Lord 
The prophet Isaiah also joined him in 
prayer in this his time of difficulty (II 
Chron. xxxii, 20). 
Hezekiah was thus 
ab le to speak to the hearts of the peo­ 
ple b ecause he was himself comforted 
b y his trust in the Lord. 
“Be strong 
and courageous; b e not afraid nor dis 
jnayed for the king of Assyria. There I 
fie more with us than with them. With 
him is an arm of flesh, b ut with us is 
the Lord our God to help us and to 
fight our b attles” (II Chron. xxxii, 7, S> 
In the portion assigned us today we 
Sav e the Lord's answer to Hezekiah 
through the prophet Isaiah. It b ecomes 
as to b e sure that God answers prayer 
and. hav ing committed our affairs to 
Him, leav e all with Him in quietness 
•v eil though we may not hav e a s : 


sel together against the Lord He that 
sitteth in' the heav ens shall laugh, the 
Lord shall hav e them In derision (Ps. 
H, 1-5). 
When the Lord’s people are 
touched in any way it is the Lord Him­ 
self who is touched. 
When the king 
o f Assyria reproached and b lasphemed 
the king o f Judah he was really b las­ 
pheming the Lo rd, the Holy One o f 
Israel (v erses 23. 24). 
So it has been 
and sball be ag ain and ag ain until the 
last g reat blasphemer shall be cast 
aliv e into the lake o f fire (Dan. x i, 36; 
Rev . x iii, 4-8; x ix , 19 ). 
It Is Go d Himself that the dev il 
hates and wo uld dethro ne if he co uld 
and therefo re sho ws his hatred to ward 
the peo ple o f Go d. but hear the Lo rd as 
He say s to him. “ I kno w thy abo de, 
and thy g o ing o utt and thy co ming in, 
and thy rag e ag ainst me7' (v erse 28). 
Then no te what fo llo ws as to His as­ 
surance o f deliv erance and mark well 
the wo rds, “ The zeal o f the Lo rd o f 
ho sts shall do this’’ (v erse 32). 
Co m 
pare Isa. ix . 7 . and be assured that the 
zeal o f the Lo rd o f ho sts will no t rest 
till- the king shall sit o n Dav id’s thro ne 
and reig n o v er the ho use o f J aco b 
(Luke i, 31-33). Fo r His o wn sake and 
fo r His serv ant Dav id’s sake He will 
do It (v erse 35). 
See bo w easily the 
Lo rd can o v erthro w His enemies and 
deliv er His peo ple. 
He has but^to 
speak and It is do ne. The ang el o f the 
Lo rd went fo rth that nig ht, and by His 
po wer 18 5,000 o f the Assy rian army 
died. 
Thus easily did He o v erthro w 
Pharao h and his ho sts in the Red sea. 
In Israel’s last ex tremity , when the 
armies o f antichrist shall be g athered 
ag ainst J erusalem, He shall co me in 
the clo uds o f heav en with po wer and 
g reat g lo ry and shall co nsume with 
the spirit o f His mo uth and destro y 
with the brig htness o f His co ming that 
wicked o ne and his armies (II Tbess 
I, 8 -10; Isa. x i, 4; Rev . x ix , 19 . 20). 
Remember ho w when J udas and his 
band came to arrest Him in the day s 
o f His humiliatio n and weakness He 
simply said. “ I am,” and they went 
backward and fell to the g ro und. 
Re 
member also that “ by the wo rd o f the 
Lo rd were the heav ens made and all 
the ho st of them b y the b reath o f His 
mo uth” (Ps. xxxiii, 0) and ask what 
y o u kno w o f 
the power o f n is word In 
your own life—the power and wisdom 
of God. 
May He grant us according 
to the riches of His glory to b e 
strengthened with might b y His spirit 
in the inner man (Eph ill. 16).

is the b irthday of the nation and 
should ev er inspire us with the true 
spirit of patriotism. 
The true patriot will always b e will­ 
ing to serv e Lis country. 
Where the 
lo v e o f 
country exists there will al­ 
way s be a desire to adv ance the b est 
interests o f the country at whatev er 
risk o r cost. 
The founders of our na­ 
tio n co unted the co st, but 
so great was 
their patrio tic dev o tio n 
that they were 
willing to pay it, if necessary, to es­ 
tablish here a free and independent 
natio n. 
The demand upon the b eauti 
ful Queen Esther that she risk her life 
in behalf o f her peo ple must hav e 
been a sev ere test o f her lov e for "them. 
Life co uld no t but hav e 
b een dear to 
her. 
Sbe bad ev ery thing to 
make it 
precio us and wo rth keeping if she 
could 
ho no rably do so . 
She g av e the mat­ 
ter serio us co nsideratio n 
and finally 
decided to lo se sig ht o f self in the in­ 
terest o f her kindred and race. And, 
hav ing co me to this 
conclusion, she 
acted upo n it. 
She risked her o wn 
life to sav e the life o f her natio n and 
thereby sav ed bo th. 
In this act we 
hav e an ex ample o f ideal patrio tism. 
It is undo ubtedly such a lo v e o f 
coun­ 
try that will lead us to sacrifice per­ 
so nal interest fo r the g o o d o f the na­ 
tio n. 
Selfishness has no place in true 
| patrio tism. 
As sug g estiv e o f way s o f serv ing o ur 
natio n let us co nsider: 
1. Piety and patriotism. To serv e our 
natio n we must exalt religion and do 
all In our power b y example and pre­ 
cept to make morality and righteous­ 
ness parts o f our national life. 
Piety 
and patriotism must always go hand in 
hand. 
Lov e to God is the b est and 
truest inspiration to lov e to our fellow 
men. 
National morality Is as neces­ 
sary as indiv idual morality. 
“Right­ 
eousness exaltetb a nation, b ut sin is a 
reproach to any people.” 
In our land 
we face many serious prob lems that 
can only b e solv ed b y the application 
of the principles of religion. The ques­ 
tions of political corruption, of the liq 
uor traffic, of Sab b ath desecration and 
many others of equal importance will 
nev er b e solv ed satisfactorily until they 
are settled as God would hav e them 
settled. 
Ev erything that tends to ap­ 
ply the principles of religion to our na­ 
tional life will prov e a b lessing to the 
nation. 
In exalting religion therefore 
we will serv e tlie nation. 
2. Prayer and patriotism. God is the 
God of nations as well as of indiv iduals. 
{ lie raiseth up one nation and b nngcth 
J down another. 
In IIis hands are the 
destinies of all people. 
The name of 
God is not contained in the b ook of 
Esther, b ut His prov idential care of 
His people is written upon ev ery page. 
The people fasted and prayed in their 
great desire for national deliv erance, 
and God heard them. 
We should daily 
commend our nation to God iu prayer. 
In no other way can we b etter scfv e 
the uation than b v interceding for 


God’s fav or upon our rulers, our~iiisti- 
tutions, our churches and our people. 
“Pray for the peace of Jerusalem.”

Ta ft Favo red Lcrimer’s Candidacy 
and Practically Fo rced His Electio n. 


Washington, 
Jun e 
30. — Presiden t 
Edward Hines of the Edward Hines 
Lum ber comp any 
of Chicago, 
told 
the sen ate committee which ia inves 
tigatiug charges of corrup tion in Sen­ 
ator Lorim er’s election that Presiden t 
Taft, through Nelscn W. Aldrich, for­ 
m er sen ator from Rhode Island, had 
favored Mr. Lorim er’s candidacy and 
had p ractically forced the election 
up on Lorimer. 
At first 
Mr. Hin es testified that 
Presiden t Taft and Sen ator, Aldrich 
were merely in favor of breakin g the 
sen atorial deadlock in the Illinois leg­ 
islature for five months, from Jan uary 
to May , 19 10, by the election of a Re­ 
p ublican senator. Later, he added, the 
p resident and Sen ator Aldrich must 
have obtained information that Lori­ 
m er was the only can didate 
up on 
whom 
the 
op p osing factions 
could 
unite, an d then they backed Sen ator 
Lorimer’s candidacy . 
Mr. Hines admitted that he had 
n ever seen Presiden t Taft p ersonally , 
but that all his in formation in regard 
t o the p r si den t's attitude had come 
from Sen ator Aldrich, who w’ent to the 
W hite House late one n ight in May , 
19 09 , shortly before the sen atorial 
election, to discuss the Illinois situa­ 
tion with Presiden t Taft. 
The p resi­ 
den t himself has denied emp hatically 
th at he ever favored the election of 
Lorimer. 
He has said that efforts 
were made to draw’ him in to the Illi­ 
nois fight, but he had not gone further 
than to ex p ress the desire that a Re­ 
p ublican be elected. 


Aldrich Called o n Taft. 


It Is charged that the unauthorized 
use of the p residen t's n ame was a 
p olitical trick of the Lorimer forces to 
in sure Lorim er’s election. 
“ Sen ator 
Aldrich wanted me to go to the W hite 
House with him, to discuss the sen a­ 
torial situation with Presiden t Taft,” 
said Mr. Hines, “but I declined to go 
on the ground that my visit might em ­ 
barrass the p resident. 
It was late in 
the evening and I went to Sen ator Al­ 
drich’s hom elan d waited until he re ­ 
turn ed about midnight from a confer­ 
ence with 
Mr. Taft at the White 
House. 
After Aldrich got home he 
told me that Mr. Taft was anx ious to 
have the deadlock in the Illinois leg­ 
islature 
settled 
and 
a 
Rep ublican 
elected. 
Mr. Aldrich asked me to tel­ 
ep hone Lorimer, who was at Sp rin g­ 
field, and use my inflifence to p ersuade 
him to become a can didate for sena 
tor. I did so, and Mr. Lorimer wanted 
to 
know 
what 
the 
admin istration 
would do to aid in his election and 
what message I could send to him to 
show p rivately to Governor Deneen 
and others to confirm my message 
that the adm in istration favored the 
election. 
“I told iiim that Sen ator Aldrich 
had authorized me to tell him to have 
Governor Deneen call up Sen ator Al­ 
drich on the long-distance telep hon e 
an d Presiden t Taft if necessary , if 
Governor 
Deneen 
or 
any one 
else 
doubted the attitude of the admin is­ 
tration .” 


Hines Versio n o f Funk Incident. 


Mr. 
Hines denied the charge of 
Clarence S. Funk, gen eral m an ager of 
the In tern ation al H arvester comp any , 
that Mr. Hines had asked him for a 
contribution of $10,000 from the har­ 
vester comp any to aid in p ay ing the 
ex p enses of Lorim er’s election. 
Mr. 
Hines gave his version of the conver­ 
sation with Mr. Fun k at the Union 
League club in Chicago, as'follows; 
“On the day after Sen ator Lori- 
m eFs election, I was sittin g on a 
lounge in the Union League club in 
Chicago 
I noticed Mr. Fun k ap ­ 
p roachin g and I got up an d shook 
han ds w’ith him. 
He told me he was 
glad to hear of Sen ator Lorim er’s elec­ 
tion. 
I rep lied th at in my op inion 
Mr. Lorimer would p rove a good rep ­ 
resen tative of the state. 
Mr. Fun k 
said he would like me to arran ge a 
meetin g with Mr. Lorimer, an d I told 
hlm I would be glad to do so. 
Mr 
Fun k then said that the election had 
p robably p ut Mr. Lorim er to consid­ 
erable ex p ense and Sen ator Lorimer 
ought not to have to stan d all of it 
The business in terests ought to take 
it off his hands. 
We would like to 
con tribute to that ex p ense. 
I said I
